Groups I and II are directed to surface modification processes but each group has different 
special technical features. The special technical feature of Group I which requires the presence of 
powder B is not required for Group II. Therefore restriction is appropriate. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and III-X do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 
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The process of Group I, which is the special technical feature, is either obvious or anticipated by 
U.S. patent 6,468,658. Accordingly, the special technical feature linking Groups I and III-X does 
not provide a contribution over the prior art, and no single general inventive concept exists. 
Therefore restriction is appropriate.
